will come shortly.

Baltimore and Ohio raihoad company 
had placed an embargo on coal into 
Akron, the public utilities commis- 
sion today oidered all railroads in 
Ohio to report by Friday of this week 
all cars under load in Ohio as well 
as unloaded cais, to ascertain wheth- 
er embargoes have been placed upon 
any other commodities, and to what 
extent coal cars are being diverted 
to other than coal carrying purposes. 


The cit> of Akron was reported to 


b'e confronted by a coal famine, be- 
cause the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road had placed an embargo on coal 
going into that city. 
The 
railroad 


company is said to have refused to 
allow anj more coal to go into Ak- 
ron until cars already under load 
there were unloaded. 


The sudden tuin to cold weather 


this week made the 
coal 
shortage 


more serious. The Ohio fuel supply 
company today cut off some of its 
large commercial users of gas in or- 
dei to take care of its domestic con- 
sumers. This has resulted in a big- 
ger demand for coal. 


By its latest Older the public util- 


ities commission indicates that it is 
going to the bottom in the investiga- 
tion of the car supply in Ohio. Rail- 
road companies chaige that shippers 
are using their coal cars for trans- 
porting other products. 
The report 


ordered by the commission is ex- 
pected to show to what extent coal 
cars are diverted to other lines.

attorneys in Pennsylvania forbidding

prosecutions 


against the railroad company under 
the Adamson eight hour law. 
The 


court is asked to declare that the 
eight hour law is unconstitutional 
and void. 


The bill avers that the complain- 


ant is advised that the requirement 
of the Adamson act in respect to the 
wages to be paid after January 1. is 
legally invalid and inoperative and 
consequently not binding upon the 
complainant because of 
the 
many 


inconsistent and conflicting interpre- 
tations of tho act. 


The act is unconstitutional, 
the 


bills avers, because it seeks to de- 
prive the complainant as well as the 
employes subject thereto of liberty 
of contract in respect to the terms 
of employment and the wages to be 
paid.

Materialism 
had 
kept 


humanity for many centuries grop- 
ing in the darkness through 
false 


concepts'of Christianity. 
Under the 


influence and control of Emperor 
Coastantine the power to heal 
the 


sick by spiritual means, which had 
been present in the primitive church 
for three* hundred years, was 
lost. 


Ecclesiasticism with its forms and 
ceremonies, tending to exalt and per- 
petuate personal worship, and 
ma- 


terial power and influence were re- 
sponsible. 
Centuries elapsed before 


Christianity could regain the 
vital 


spiritual power which its 
Founder 


had provided. 


Religion according to thf popular 


view, may be defined as- the

With the British Armies in France, 


via London. Nov. 15. 4:30 A. M.— 
The 
British 
advance 
along both 


side;; of the Ancre. which continued 
yesterday with the capture of the vil- 
lage of Beancourt. is considered by 
the British commander as one of the 
most important successes in the four 
months' of the offensives. They in- 
sist especially on the relative in- 
significant character of the German 
resistance in a position which they 
consider of great strategic impor- 
tance and one of the most highly 
fortified on the entire western front. 


More than five thousand prisoners 


have been collected in the extensive 
subterranean galleries and chambers 
which were sunk on both sides of the 
valley and were miles in extent. Five 
hundred Germans surrendered in a 
tunnel near St. Pierre Divion. which 
was a mile and a half long. This tun- 
nel gave access to scores of electric 
lighted chambers in which cornpanTes 
of infantry were housed and which 
contained 
quantities 
of machine 


uns and bombs. 
Another seven 


hundred prisoners were caught in a 
ravine south 
of Beaumont-Hamel 


where they were cut off by the first 
attack on Monday afternoon. 


The British success south of the 


Ancre • was increased owing to the 
fact that the Germans in this section 
were on the point of being relieved 
by fresh troops when the attack was 
launched. The result was that twice 
the normal strength of the garrison 
was trapped by the 
barrage 
fire. 


Among the prisoners taken here 
were many men of the 93rd infantry 
of which the Duke of Albany is hou- 
crory colqnel-in-chief. The regiment 
lost heavily. According to the pris- 
oners, the duke was waiting in the 
rear to inspect the regiment when 
it left the fighting line. 


The majority of the 
infantry 


•fighting was done with grenades in- 
stead 
of bayonets. 
The British, 


swarmed over the surface between 
the trenches and hurled showers of 
bombs into the German dugouts and 
shelters, capturing in.quick succes- 
sion seven parallel rows'of the main 
German trenches between Beaumont- 
Hamel 
and 
Beaucourt. Prisoners 


from the Prussian guards told the 
Associated Press correspondent thai 
the terrific British bombardment de- 
stroyed the machine 
gun emploce- 


ments and made resistance to the in- 
fantry charge impossible. They said 
they were cut 
off from 
their 
re- 


serves on an entire front of seven 
miles which was isolated by the 
British curtain fire. 
They declared 


they were glad to surrender. 


A tank which helped to 
destroj 


machine gun positions at the bottom 
of the valley south of the Ancre. was 
attacked with bombs by the Germans 
who swarmed about it in large num- 
bers. 


All of the attackers were killed by 
the guns of the tank. 


Two-thirds of the British casual- 


ties south of the Ancre were walking 
cases. The total losses were lighter 
in proportion than in many previous 
operation of the past 
four months. 


The British attack was pressed con- 
tinually last night. 
All ground -as 


far as Beaucourt has been well con- 
solidated and the troops are pushing 
beyond Feenele. The Germans so far 
have not attempted any counter at- 
tacks.
